Activity In Talk Here 

How the average Catholic lay- 
man can be a useful missioner for 
the Church was pointed out by Mr. 

Robert Arthur, lawyer from Lo- 
gansport, Jan. 22, in a talk to San- 
guinist club members and guests.

“The world is hungry for what 
you have, and for what it doesn’t 
have,” he said, referring to a solid

Fr. Kenkel Airs 
Profit Sharing At 
Commerce Meet 

Commerce Club members and 
guests heard a thorough treatment 
of Profit Sharing, Jan. 15, by the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph B. Kenkel, C.PP.S., 
head of the St. Joe department of 
Social Sciences, during a club meet- 
ing in Science Hall. „ 

Attending from Rensselaer were 
Judge Moses Leopold, county clerk 
Keith Spencer, and L eroy K urtz, 
editor of the Rensselaer Democrat. 
Among the faculty were the Rev. 
Fred Fehrenbacher, C.PP.S., vice- 
president of the college; the Rev. 
Francis Hehn, C.PP.S., economics 
professor, and the Rev. Albert Gor- 
don, C.PP.S., club moderator. 

After outlining the advancement 
of Profit Sharing, Father Kenkel 
defined the plan as “an agreement 
between employer and employee 
whereby the latter receives, in ad- 
dition to his wages, a share of the 
profits, the proportion of which is 
arranged in advance." ' 

“Profit Sharing, if successful, 
will stabilize the working force, do 
away with labor conflict, and make 
for greater business efficiency,” ex- 
plained Father KenkelJ 
■ A report from the United States 
Senate Committee on Finance 
shows that in one type of Profit 
Sharing as used by eighty-five sep- 
arate organizations, none had 
strikes, 48 per cent reported re- 
duced labor turnover; 55 per cent 
showed increased efficiency and 85 
per cent enjoyed increased loyalty 
on the part of employees, accord-' 
ing to another illustration.

It’s ‘do or die for the honor and 
glory of those three credits as the 
irst semester of the current school 
year bows out in a blaze of activ- 
ity, and Collegeville’s bookworms 
wade through a succession of quiz- 
zes. At the close of each semester 
those dreadful exams come along 
to spoil the serenity of college life. 

After a day of hurried prepara- 
tion, in the form of cramming and 
stuff, many scholars resigned them- 
selves to the task yesterday, and 
started off with a bang — they hope. 

Of late there have been fewer 
treks to town, as the boys prefer 
cuddling up in a chair with books. 
The shows and hot spots suffer too, 
but not for long as the tests last 
only a few days. ' 

Tests End Saturday 
The queries, which began yester- 
day, will end Saturday morning for 
the college, and Friday evening for 
the high school.

“The average monthly grades 
plus the classwork will count not 
less than 40% and no more than 
60% of the semester grade,” re- 
ports Dr. Henry Lucks, C.PP.S., 
Dean of Studies.

Sharp-Mouthed Canon 
And Devoted Brigid 
Spark Unique Drama

On Tuesday night, February 6, 
Paul V. Carroll’s Shadow and Sub- 
stance, in production since Novem- 
ber, will be presented in Alumni 
Hall by the Columbian Literary 
Society in collaboration with the 
Catholic Youth Organization of 
Rensselaer, Ind. 

Shadow and Substance is a play 
that defies easy analysis. The 
Rev. Robert Koch, C.PP.S., director 
of the C.L.S., says, “Nothing here 
like it has ever before been present- 
ed. Its theme is totally different 
from former C.L.S. productions. 
The author has a technique that is 
original and peculiar to himself. 
His style is unique in the modem 
theatrical field.” 

Actors Enjoy Parts 
The play is so attractive that 
each player is really in love with 
his part. Each character stands 
out as entirely new. “It was an 
ambitious adventure and we took 
a chance, but as things now stand 
it seems we shall succeed,” explain- 
ed Father Koch. 

The action is laid in a small Irish 
village, dominated by its Canon, 
Dave Jones, whose love of the 
Classics has shut him off from the 
outside world. He refuses to be in- 
terested or involved in present-day 
realities, has little patience and 
less humanity. He is indifferent to 
the needs of his people, thinks them 
fools and silences all protests with 
his biting tongue. His house-serv- 
ant, played by Mary Fischer, is his

Camera Speaker 
Gives the ‘How* 
Of Photography 

“You don’t have to go out and 
win the Pulitzer Prize to have good 
prints,” said Dr. L. M. Kelly, Tues- 
day evening, Jan. 16, as he spoke 
to the Campus Camera Club. v 
Dr. Kelly, former president of 
the Kankakee (111.) Camera Club, 
speaking to some twenty-five mem- 
bers and guests, stressed the im- 
portance of composition in taking 
pictures. 

Prominent among the guests 
were Rev. Albert Gordon, C.PP.S., 
and ardent camera enthusiast, and 
Rev. J. W. Baechle, C.PP.S., mod- 
erator of the Camera Club. 

Traces Camera History 
In his discourse, Dr. Kelly traced 
the camera from its invention by 
Daguerre in 1839, to the modem 
mechanical eye. On the subject of 
films, he enlightened his listeners 
by explaining their manufacture, 
and the method of developing and 
printing the finished product. The 
guest speaker presented- some of 
his prints for discussion, explain- 
ing that balance and harmony play 
an important part in judging the 
value of a good print.

Bookworming

In an attempt tcTIift some of the weight of semes- 
ter exams from your shoulders I introduce Miss Mar- 
garet Halsey, or by her married name, Mrs. Henry 
Simon. As a writer Margaret Halsey is, to indulge 
in colossal understatement, cleverly frank, as real as 
life itself, and to say the least, very witty. As one 
of the critics put it, “she never bungles a para- 
graph.” - 

The book is With Malice Toward Some. 

Of course you have heard of the Connecticut Yan- 
kee and his visit to King Arthur’s Court — well, Miss 
Halsey is in his direct descent. Having the same 
shrewd power of analysis, the irresistive sense of 
humor and the ability of coining the most endearing 
figures of speech, this author wins your interest with 
each progressing hilarious page. 

The story centers around six months spent teach- 
ing in England by an American professor and his 
young wife. The story, which is her diary account 
of the trip, transports the reader across the ocean 
and bounces him from one comical experience, into 
another. Miss Peggy Bacon’s illustrations add the 
master’s finishing touch to this delightful narrative.

I had the German measles on my wedding 
day and the raging temperature, so that I was mar- 
ried under forced draught, as it were, and afterwards 
I went back to bed and opened a fresh box of 
Kleenex.”

If you happen to be more than 
ordinarily imaginative, then you 
might try thinking about the bus 
that broke down out in front of the 
Collegeyille main gate last week.

Three of these visitors by circum- 
stances might have been Sister 
Madeleva, of St. Mary’s College of 
the Lake; Sister Mary Leah, of St. 
Mary of the Springs College, Co- 
lumbus, O., and Mr. David Host, 
of Marquette university, Milwaukee, 
Wis. All of the above are faculty 
advisers of literary journals in their 
respective schools. 

“You Can Quote Us” 

All of them gave us implicit per- 
mission to quote them as follows in 
regard to their frank opinion of 
Measure, the literary journal of Col- 
legeville. (We really never brought 
them together except by Farley’s 
pony express. But to aid the . de- 
mand of color we situate them in 
the Main Building parlor and listen 
to them talk about something pret- 
ty vital to St. Joe,., namely, the 
literary journal, Measure). 

Mr. Host laid his copy aside and 
began the discussion. “You know, 
Sisters, Measure achieves with ex- 
traordinary success the two-fold 
purpose of publishing the sincerely- 
held thoughts of . St. Joe students, 
and of encouraging them to produce 
more of these conscientiously-ex- 
pressed pieces of writing.” 

Sister Madeleva Commends 
Marquette’s authority on literary 
journals turned to Sister Madeleva, 
a real poetess in her own right. 
Sister commended the Rev. (Paul F. 
Speckbaugh, C.PP.S., Measure ad- 
viser, and editor Jim Cooney, and 
added that she “would be glad to 
help in any way a project spon- 
sored by Father Speckbaugh.” 

Sister Leah Is Pleased 
“Measure is a real leader in the 
scholastic literary world,” was the 
opening remark from Sister Mary 
Leah.

Kirwan, when questioned, ns to the 
arrangement between the Rens- 
selaer C.Y.O. and the Columbians, 
stated, “It broadens one’s acquaint- 
ances and it makes the fellows feel 
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more at home if they know more 
people up town. It also encourages 
the fellows to try harder and put 
more time to serious work if the 
female roles are carried by girls 
rather than by their fellow stu- 
dents, as has been the custom.
